fields of Mesopotamia, and the fluff 
from burst cotton bolls shroud the 
landscape in white.

the “granary of the world“ teem with 
the millions of toilers who filled it in 
those remote centuries when, Herodo­ 
tus tells us, its yield of grain was two 
hundred and even three hundred fold. 
W ater again may swirl through the 
long-dry canals which interlace in 
a 
marvelous network between the Tigris 
and the Euphrates, and which, hun­ 
dreds of years ago, laved 
the now 
thirst-parched soil. 
But to make pos­

And in the resurrection will be fu l­ 
filled a century old dream of Europe

road. 
But Drang each Osten implied 
much more.

in Turkey, where a gigantic bridge 
of steel over the Bosporus to Haida 
Pacha should link Europe and Asia.

Some Louisville clergym en’s unwise 
invocation of an obsolete Kentucky 
statute to close moving picture th ea­ 
tres on Sundays is suggestive 
of the 
fact that the “blue law s” originated 
in the 
C hristian religion, in a prac­ 
tice directly opposed to our modern 
theory of the separation of the church 
and the State. 


The first of these laws of which 
these is any record was enacted 
in 
the reign of E m peror 
Constantino, j 
>n afte r he embraced C hristianity 
in the early part of the Fourth Cen­ 
tury. 
In the course of a couple 
of 
centuries this was so extended as to 
prohibit labor o f any kind on Sun-j 
day. 
In England C hristianity was long 
c msidered a part of the common law, 
a doctrine which was not completely 
exploded until three years ago, when 
Lord Sum m er decided th a t the phrase 
“ C hristianity is a p a rt of the law of 
England” is not law, but rhetoric. 
j 
According to Minor Bronaugh, 
in 
Law Notes, the first Sunday statute 
in this country was 
enacted in V ir­ 
ginia in 1617, 
and provided a fine 
payable in tobacco for failure to a t ­ 
tend church on Sunday. 
Plymouth Colony a little later not 
only made it 
com pulsory to attend 
church but made it punishable by im­ 
prisonm ent in the stocks 
to go 
to 


sle ep in church. “ And to think,” com ­ 
ments Bronaugh, “ th a t some of the 
reverent«! gentlemen of those 
days 
held forth huurs upon hours!”

pun shable by whipping to do “ any 
servile work or any such like abuse” 
on the Lord’s day; while in the records 
of M assachusets Bay it is disclosed 
than 
“any sin 
committed 
with a 
high hand, as the gathering of sticks 
on the Sabbath day, may be punished 
with death, when a lesser 
punish­ 
ment might serve for gathering sticks 
privily and in need.” 


In the New Haven Colony records 
may be found a provision punishing 
those who engage in recreations, etc., 
by fine, imprisonment, or corporally, 
but “ if the sin was proudly, presum p­ 
tuously and with a high hand com ­ 
m itted” the offender “ shall be put to 
death.” 
The “blue laws” still on 
the books 
of various states trace back in inspir­ 
ation to these rem arkable statutes of 
colonial times. 
They 
are, of course, 
obsolete and are never enforced ex­ 
cept spasmodically in obedience 
to 
some special demand, like that of the 
Louisville clergymen. 
They are not 
enforce because Americans have out­ 
grown such bigotry and because the 
listinction between the provinces of 
th e church and the S ta te , are now 
clearly recognizing and firmly sustain­ 
ed. 
The only justiable Sunday 
laws 
today are 
those founded, not on re­ 
ligious canons, 
but 
on the police 
power, which is defined by the courts 
as “ that inherent plenary power re­ 
siding, within constitutional 
limi­ 
tations, in the L egislature 
to pass 
wholesome and reasonable laws for 
the good and welfare of the people of 
the State. 
Sunday laws, which are 
an invasion of n atural private rights, 


are enacted under this power. 
They 
are upheld as sanitary m easures 
on 
the ground of necessity for periodical 
relaxation and rest from mental and 
physical toil, for the general good.” 
(Note that this definition of the police 
power would encourage rather than 
forbid some relaxation as is afforded 
by picture shows). 
Such an elastic power is, of course, 
greatly abused. 
As 
Mr. Bronaugh 
says, “ it is under the cloak of this 
all-prevading power th a t the innum­ 
erable sum ptuary laws of the present 
day are passed and every advocate 
I of every fad or ism known to m an­ 
kind will tell you that the police pow­ 
er is the sovereign cure-all for 
the 
particular imagined wrong he wishes 
.to right.”— Louisville Courier-Journ- 
al.

man tendency to error. 
Its business is to fortell the tides 
all over the United States. 
It predicts 
them for two year» in advance— the 
exact hour and minute of high tide and 
low tide for every day a t three hun­ 
dred different places. 
The problem concerned 
is vastly 
more complex than might be suppos­ 
ed. each of the three hundred places 
having it.» own peculiar condition» a f ­ 
fecting the rise and fall of tides. Thus 
in Cook’s inlet 
(A laska) 
the tide 
arises and falls fifty feet. 
Local configuration of the sea bot­ 
tom affects the tides; likewise the 
configuration of the land. The pull of 
the moon make» the tides, but the sun 
im portantly helps.
